According to the New York “Journal of Commerce” an announce- 

Railwa ment has been made by the Ecuadorian 

sociated Legation in New York that their Government 

‘ have decided to build a railway from Ambato, 

a point on the projected line of the Guayaquil and Quito Railway, 

to the Curarey River, a distance of about 100 miles. The Curarey 

River is a branch of the Amazon, emptying into that river near 

Iquitos, Peru, which is the head of ocean navigation. The district 

is stated to he rich in rubber, which is now exported by way of 
the Amazon Valley to the United States and Europe. 

The railway is being built for the purpose of enabling that 
district to export its rubber and other products by way of 
Guayaquil. It is expected to have the entire route surveyed 
within a year, by which time the Guayaquil and Quito Railway 
will have been completed to Ambato, the initial point of the new 
line. The route lies almost entirely east of the Andes, Ambato 
being in the heart of that range at an elevation of about 7,000 ft.

EXHIBITION. 


CHILE. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade have 
received, from the ‘“ Sociedad de Fomento 


asaya Fabril,” Santiago, a copy of the first catalogue 
Seabiee,. of the permanent commercial museum estab- 


lished in Santiago (see p. 345 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 24th November, 1904), from which the follow- 
ing particulars are extracted :— 

Space may be obtained in the museum on applying to the 
Director, ‘“‘ Sefior J. Tadeo Laso, Exposicién Permanente y Museo 
Industrial de la Sociedad de Fomento Fabril, Santiago,” giving 
the following particulars :—(1) space wanted ; (2) name and com- 
mercial standing of exhibitor; (3) domicile ; (4) name and address 
of agent in Chile; (5) trade mark, mentioning whether it has been 
registered in Chile; (6) all details as to his goods which the 
exhibitor deems necessary. 

The administration of the museum provide exhibitors with the 
needful stands and cases; but they do not undertake to furnish 
special installations nor to engage in works outside the general 
scheme of the exhibition. Exhibitors who desire special installa- 
tions, au their own cost, should forward plans with their application. 

According to a despatch on this subject from the Belgian 
Minister in Chile, published in the “ Bulletin Commercial” of 
8th April, foreign manufacturers enjoy the same advantages as 
natives of Chile. No charge is made for exhibiting goods, and 
exhibits are exempt from Customs duties. 

The catalogue, which contains a copy of the form of application 
for space, may be seen at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of 
the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., any day between 
the hours of 10 a.m. and 5 p.m.

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Mexico.—In his recent report on the trade of Mexico for the 
year 1903 (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,332), Mr. Biorklund, 
Clerk to H.M. Legation at Mexico City, writes :— 

‘There are quite a number of articles which are made in the 
United Kingdom, which for some reason or another have decreased 
in importance, or which, through an oversight on the part of the 
manufacturers and exporters, other nations have been allowed to 
enter the field where once they had control. With the develop- 
ment of the country, the opening up of new districts, both 
agricultural and mining, the building of the port works and other 
public works, the construction of railways, the sanitation of many 
of the large towns of the Republic, the starting of new industries, 
&c.,an ample field is open for all kinds of articles which in former 
years were never even thought of for this market. Electricity, 
too, a power which under the present conditions seems destined to 
take the place of steam and water, supplies motive power in 
districts which last century were still considered to be too far 
from any centre to be of any importance either for commercial or 
industrial purposes. This furnishes a sufficient proof that com- 
merce in general is in a more fourishing condition than formerly ; 
and foreign capital has found its way into the country in almost 
every branch of industry. , 

‘A careful examination of the country and people by competent 
persons is essential for ascertaining the wants and requirements 
of the country and its inhabitants. . . . . As far back as 
1887 Mr. Carden, who was then Her Majesty’s Consul in Mexico, 
pointed out very carefully what were the most serious draw- 
backs to the promotion and increase of British trade in Mexico, 
and made some suggestions for retaining a certain amount of the 
trade (Annual Series No. 202); while in the report for 1892 
(Annual Series No. 1,301) he again mentioned the same subject, 
and advocated the establishment of some kind of. co-operative 
store. This suggestion was, in a measure, acted upon in regard 
to groceries, &c., but all the grocery stores were entirely in the 
hands of Spaniards, who, owing to their business methods, looked 
very unfavourably upon this innovation, and the result was that 
the scheme was a failure; the shares were all bought up by one or 
two of the shareholders and a new establishment (Canadian) was 
started in its place, and this establishment is now doing a very 
flourishing business, having branch houses in several of the large 
cities of the country. In 1896, when reporting on the trade of 
Mexico for 1895 (Annual Series, No. 1827), Mr. Carden put 
forward the idea of the association of several manufacturing firms 
for the establishment of a joint agency or store in Mexico for the 
sale of their goods. 

“ Advertising 1s acknowledged as a favourable method for the 
promotion of business . . if those advertisements and business 
circulars were to be printed correctly and in the language of the 
country to which they are sent, and:were to contain the necessary 
information as to sizes and weights, &c. . . . This question 
of the weights and measures is unquestionably one of great im- 
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portance to merchants and importers in such countries, like Mexico, 
where the import duties are collected on the standard (metric) of 
weight, and where all operations are also conducted on that same 
basis. In many of the American catalogues the prices and dis- 
counts are also given, so that the actual cost of an article can be 
calculated before it is ordered. ‘This fact in many cases has 
been the means of securing orders which, if the data had not been 
to hand, would probably never have been given by the prospective 
purchaser.”

BRITISH INDIA—JAPAN. 


A Convention between the United Kingdom and Japan respecting 
commercial relations between Japan and India 
was signed at Tokio on the 29th August last, 
and has now been ratified. 

The Convention, which was to come into force immediately after 
the exchange of ratifications, provides for the mutual extension to 
the produce and manufactures of either country of ‘the lowest 
Customs duties applicable to similar products of any other foreign 
origin,” and the privileges and engagements of the Convention are 
to be extended to such of the Indian Native States as may be 
entitled to be placed on the same footing as British India. 

The Convention is to remain in force until the expiration of six 
months from the day on which one of the High Contracting Parties 
shall have announced its intention of terminating it.

H.M. Consul states that the match monopoly is absolute, but 
that as regards cigarette paper the Government are empowered to 
grant permission to private individuals to import such paper under 
certain restrictions as to preparation in rolls, watermarks, &c. ; 
but importers are under the obligation to pay to the Government 
any difference between the imported cost price of the cigarette 
paper and the regulation Government sale price. 

The regulations of the tobacco monopoly have not yet been 
published, but it is understood that the monopoly itself came into 
force on the 1st January last. 


COLOMBIA.

The substance of the more important provisions of this Decree

Article I. provides that import duties shall be paid in accordance 
with the Tariff fixed by Law No. 63 of 1903* increased by 70 per 
cent., and in conformity with the tariff classification of Law 36 of 
1886, as shown below. 


Article V. specifies certain articles necessary to industrial 
development which are to be exempted from the surtax of 70 per 
cent.; while the duties on certain other articles, such as alcoholic 
beverages, tobacco, and sugar, are to be increased.

SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 
STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade are in 
aceite of receipt of information from the Registrar of 
— Imports and Exports, Singapore (Mr. A. Stuart), 
the Tanjong , pig? er 
meensteelt the effect that on the 4th March a “ Bill to 
6 me rovide for the acquisition by the Government 
pany, Limited. OF the Straits Settlements of the undertaking 
known as the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company, Limited, and for the 
management of the same,” passed its second reading. This Com- 
pany is stated to have long had a monopoly of the docking 
interests at Singapore, and also at Penang under the name of the 
Prye. River Docks. Under the new régime, extensions and 
improvements will be carried out. 
In 1904, 2,856 vessels are stated to have been berthed and 
4,432,758 tons of coal and cargo landed and shipped at the 


wharves in Singapore. 





RUSSIA. 


The following translation of a notice which appeared in the 
Preight Charges “ Torgovo-Promyshlennaia Gazeta” of 5th/18th 
ree oer March, has been received from HM. Consul- 

Gulf Ports General at Odessa (Mr. C. 8. Smith) :-— 

; “From the Ist/14th April, in view of 
the departure from Odessa of one of the steamships of the 
Russian Steam Navigation and Trading Company for the convey- 
ance of cargoes to the ports in the Persian Gulf, viz., Muscat, 
Bunder-Abbas, Lingah, Bushire, and Bassora, calling en route at 
Constantinople, Smyrna, Beirut, Jaffa, Port Said, Suez, Jedda, 
Jibuti, and Aden, and also to Bagdad, with transhipment at 
Bassora for further conveyance by the River Tigris— 

‘The Ministry of Finance has ordered that the goods destined 
for the above ports by this sailing shall pay for transport by rail 
according to the tariff for direct oversea export trade, and shall be 
forwarded under conditions of that tariff. With regard to goods 
which are not accepted for conveyance under this tariff, but which 
the Russian Steam Navigation and Trading Company are willing 
to receive for conveyance to Persian Gulf Ports, the railway charge 
shall be according to the tariff for internal communication. For 
the part of the conveyance by sea the following freight will be

on Christmas Island for the year 1904, recently published at 
Singapore :— : 


The total amount of phosphate shipped was .71,757 tons, as 
compared with 70,096 tons in 1903. A heavy swell from the 
19th December to the close of the year prevented loading, otherwise 
7,000 tons more might have been shipped.

‘‘On its arrival at the works from the quarries, all phosphate is 
passed on to a large sieve, which separates the large rock phos- 
phate from the granular and smaller rock phosphate. 

“These latter are then subjected to a process of drying, which 


~ eliminates nearly all the moisture. 


“The rest of the rock phosphate is not treated in any way. 

‘The amounts of dried and undried phosphate shipped during 
the year were 30,771 tons and 40,986 tons respectively.” 

During the year improvements in the manner of tipping phos- 
phate from the pier to the ship resulted in over 1,300 tons being 
shipped in one day. 





TRINIDAD. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade have 


a been notified by the Collector of Customs at 
Sickoiunten Port of Spain (Mr. R. McCarthy) that a 
concession to explore Crown Lands for pet- 

roleum has been granted by the Government of Trinidad to the 
Oil Exploration Company of Canada. The deed, which takes the 
place of a former concession for five years, applies to an area 
of about 50 square miles in the south eastern part of the Island, 
and is to remain in force for twenty one years. It provides for 
the payment of a royalty of 10 per cent. The results of the work, 


so far as it has gone, are said to be very satisfactory, both as 
-regards quantity and quality. 





GERMANY. 


In his report on the trade of Germany in 1904 (Foreign Office, 
teneiinens Annual Serves, 3,333), H.M. Consul-General 
eit tana, Berlin (Mr. P. Schwabach) states that

* more than 8,000,000 tons; about half of that 
quantity is sold by the syndicate directly, while the other half is 
sold by the individual works but according to rules laid down by 
the ayndicate. The agencies of the single works in foreign 
countries were in turn amalgamated and are also directly controlled 
by the syndicate, and international agreements have been con- 
cluded with manufacturers in other countries for the sale of 

special lines such as rails, &c. 

The following international export agreements existed at the 
end of 1904 and the beginning of 1905 :—(1) The International 
Rail Syndicate; (2) The International Tube Syndicate ; and (3) 
the international agreement for partly nuntdhaanel articles. 
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The International Rail Syndicate was concluded for three — 
years by British, German, and Belgian manufacturers, and their 
respective quota were 53°50, 28°83 and 17°67 per cent. ; . the French 
manufacturers who joined the syndicate later were aw arded 4°8 of 
1048 per cent. for the first, 5°8 of the 105°8 per cent. for the second 
and 6°4 of 106°4 per cent. for the third year. The chief distribut- 
ing office is in London. 

The Tube Syndicate embraces German, Belgian, and French 
works, and their respective quota are 73° 45, 15°05 and 11°50 per 
cent. The sales are effected through the three sales offices at 
Dusseldorf, Paris and Brussels, not through the works themselves. 

An international agreement for partly manufactured goods 
was reported to have been concluded at the end of January, 1905, 
between Germany, the United Kingdom, the United States, 
Belgium, and France. 





FRANCE. 


The ‘Journal des Tarifs et Traités de Commerce” states that a 
statement has been presented to the French 
Academy of Science by M. Cavallier, Managing 
Director of the Pont-a-Mousson Iron Foundry, 
as to the discovery on the 19th March, of coal 
in the department of Meurthe-et-Moselle. Researches have been 
carried on for some time past in this department, and at the 
present time fourteen borings for coal are in course of progress. 
The coal discovered at Pont-i-Mousson is very near the surface 
and, in the opinion of M. Zeiller, Professor at the School of 
Mines, is of the same class as that in the Saarbruck Mines.

| CEYLON. 


From a report of a recent meeting of the Agricultural Board, 
published in the ‘‘ Ceylon Observer,” it appears 
Silk Cultivation. that the results of experiments have proved 
conclusively that silk of excellent quality can 
be raised in Ceylon. Samples of cocoons raised at Peradeniya 
from European seed were classed by a European expert as second 
only to best Italian silk. 

A resolution to create a silkworm-rearing establishment in the 
island was carried unanimously, after consideration of a detailed 
estimate of the cost of equipment which had been furnished by the 
Inspector General of Agriculture in India. It was suggested that 
a ten-acre plot should be immediately opened and planted with 
mulberry trees, which will take at least three years to mature 
before they can be utilised with safety. Castor-oil plants should 
in the meantime be grown between the rows of mulberry, and 
crops of the “ Eri” or castor-oil-feeding worms raised. Silk from 
“Eri” worms is not reeled, but is carded and spun much in the 
same manner as cotton. Simple carding machines could be 
imported at a small cost. The raising and tending of the hardier 
“Eri” worms would form an excellent training for the manipula- 
tion of the more delicate mulberry feeding worms at a later period. 


RUSSIA. 

Referring to the notice on p. 80 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
g p  isth April, the British Commercial Agent in 
wpetviaton © Russia (Mr. Henry Cooke) states, on the 
Grain Export. authority of the “Commercial and Industrial 
Gazette,” that the St. Petersburg Bourse Committee have declined to 
accept the Government proposal relative to the supervision of the 
export of grain, the reasons assigned being that it would be difficult 
in practice to carry out the proposed control, and that such a control 
at the port of St. Petersburg is superfluous, as hitherto no complaint 
has been received from foreign buyers against the quality of grain 


exported from the capital. 
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The “Commercial and Industrial Gazette” refers also in detail 
to the irregularities on the part of a Nikolaievsk exporter recently 
before the Odessa Law Courts, and suggests that such cases could 
not arise were grain export certificates obligatory. Western 
European buyers should, however, the ‘‘ Gazette” adds, meet the 
Bourses half-way by demanding certificates.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


A report published in the “ Board of Trade Labour Gazette” * of 

State of the 16th April, based on 4,574 returns, viz. : 3,228 

Labour Market in from Employers, or their Associations, 1,255 

March. 1905 from Trade Unions, and 91 from other sources, 

, ‘ states that on the whole employment improved 

in March as compared with the preceding month. In the 

engineering and shipbuilding trades there was some decrease in 
the numbers unemployed. ‘The cotton trade was very brisk. 

As compared with a year ago there was considerable improve- 
ment in the iron and steel trades generally, and in the cotton 
industry. On the other hand, the building, coal mining, and boot 
and shoe industries showed some decline. 

In the 271 Trade Unions, with an aggregate membership of 
578,684, making returns, 32,558 (or 5°6 per cent.) were reported 
as unemployed at the end of March, 1905, as compared with 6:2 
at the end of February, and 6:0 at the end of March, 1904. 

There was a slight rise in wages during March.

NORWAY. 

Referring to the notices on pp. 469-70 of the “ Board of Trade 

Journal” of the 9th March last, and on 
Water Shortage. pp. 513-4 of the ‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 

15th December, H.M. Consul-General at 
Christiania (Viscount Melville) reports, in a despatch to the 
Foreign Office, that judging from the weekly report of the supply 
of water in the Akers River, several mill industries are threatened 
with scarcity. This applies specially to pulp mills. 

The Akers river, of which a weekly report on the supply of 
water is issued, is regarded as the best regulated of Norwegian 
rivers, and thus affords the most correct estimate of the water 
supply. In the report for the last week in March, the difference 
between the total and the effective volume was calculated at six 
million cubic metres. The regulated discharge per second is five 
cubic metres, and in case of insufficiency of supply for the whole 
week, the discharge is stopped after a certain number of hours 
per week. The inflow in three days did not amount to more than 
the consumption of one day, so that the mills must consequently 
cease working for a whole week. 

In many districts there have been complaints of shortage of 
water for industrial purposes, and there is unusually little snow to 
look to for increasing the volume. 


ITALY—SICILY. 


With reference to the announcement made in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 23rd March, p. 569, respecting the 
projected establishment of a citric acid factory 
at Palermo in order to work the new process 
discovered by an Italian chemist of producing 








New Process for 
Froducing Citric 
Acid. 
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citric acid direct from lemon-juice without first converting it into 
citrate of lime, H.M. Consul at Palermo (Mr. S. J. A. Churchill) 
now reports that the new method was demonstrated at Messina 
before a committee of experts appointed thereto by the Chamber 
of Commerce. Out of nine litres of crude lemon juice, and eight 
litres of boiled lemon juice, the demonstrator produced 91°78 
grammes of anhydrous citric acid. This was done with the aid of 
various reagents which are his secret, and which he states are 
trifling in cost. 

The Consul adds that there has "been considerable discussion as 
to the merits of this process. The greatest problem concerning 
it up tothe present is whether it will be a practical and commercial 
success. 





MEXICO. 


The “ Diario Oficial ” of Mexico of 25th March contains the text 

of a Law establishing provisions for carrying 

waned —— out the terms of the Monetary Law of : 9th 

wer December, 1904 (reproduced on pp. 38--39 of 

the “ Board of Trade Journal” of Sth January). Among the 
provisions of the present Law are the following, viz. :— 

The right to coin money is reserved exclusively for the Executive 
Government, and private individuals will no longer be allowed to 
bring gold and silver to the Mints, to be coined for them (Art. 9). 
The issue of gold coins will be limited to the amount necessary for 
the exchange of the existing coins of that metal, the legal circula- 
tion of which will expire on Ist July, 1906. Provision is, however, 
made for legalising the free coinage of gold under certain special 
circumstances (Art. 10). From the date of the Law coming into 
force, fresh silver coins will be made and issued solely with a view 
to their exchange for gold coined or in bars, at the rate of 75 centi- 
grammes of pure gold for one dollar, exception being made, 
however, in respect of the re-coining of existing silver coins (Arts. 
11 and 14). The obligation to issue silver coins in exchange for 
gold will lapse should the value in Mexico City of the silver which 
the said coins must contain reach a higher rate than 75 centi- 
grammes of pure gold for one dollar (Art. 12). 

The obligation to pay any sum in Mexican money will be 
liquidated by the delivery of coins of the current issue for the value 
which they represent. . All Government offices, as well as com- 
mercial establishments, companies, and private individuals, will be 
bound to accept the coinage specified in the Law in payment of 
sums due to them (Art. 20); gold coins of any value and silver 
coins of the value of one dollar being legal tender for any amount, 
silver coins for amounts not exceeding twenty dollars, and bronze 
and nickel coins for amounts not exceeding one dollar (Art. 21). 
Foreign coins will have no legal circulation in the Republic, 


c 
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except in cases where the Law expressly determines otherwise. 
Contracts entered into within or without the limits of the Republic 
for the payment of sums in foreign money, shall be legally executed 
by the payment of an equivalent sum in national currency, at the 
rate of exchange obtaining in the place where the payment is to 
be made at the time when it is due (Art. 22). 

The Law is to come into force on Ist May; but from 16th 
April no metals are to be accepted from private individuals for 
coining purposes at the Mints and Federal Assaying Offices, nor 
from 25th March any foreign coins unless they have been imported 
prior to that date (Art. 1 “ transitory ”).

BRAZIL. 

A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Qaiitniaan ‘ibetain Minister in Brazil (Sir H. N. Dering, Bt., 

in 1904 P'S K.C.M.G., C.B.) summarising the Custom-house 

” receipts of Brazil for 1904, from which it 
appears that last year’s receipts amounted to 209,262,579 milreis 
(162,689,878 milreis paper, and 46,572,701 milreis gold), as 
compared with 201,379,410 milreis in 1903 (157,841,341 milreis 
paper, and 43,588,069 milreis gold). The export revenue from 
Acre was 2,139,695 milreis. 

The increase in the 1904 revenue, deducting the special revenue 
destined for the port works, amounting to 1,743,028 milreis, is 
reduced to 6,140,141 milreis, omitting the Acre revenue. Further 
deducting 635,870 milreis, additional gold revenue which did not 
exist in 1903, the actual increase in 1904 amounted to 5,504,271 
milreis.

URUGUAY. 
A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Establishment of Minister Resident and Consul-General at 
Frozen Meat Monte Video (Mr. Walter Baring) reporting 
Trade the sailing of the British s.s. ‘ Sussex” for 
' Buenos Ayres and London with the first cargo 

of frozen meat ever sent from Uruguay. 

The consignment consists of frozen sheep, quarters of beef, and 
offal, and is despatched by the “ Frigorifico Uruguayo,” the 
newly formed Uruguayan freezing establishment. (See “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 23rd February last p. 379.) 

In view of the difficulty of transporting the meat from the 
shore to the ships’ holds, Mr. Baring is of opinion that a steam 
freezing lighter is required for the preservation of the meat in

This publication contains an exhaustive report by H.M. Agent 
and Clondal-Geniéal at Cairo on the progress of the various Admin- 
istrative Departments of the Egyptian Government during 1904. 
Details are given of the accounts for 1904, the General Sen 
Fund, the Special Reserve Fund, the Egyptian Debt, &. A 
summary of the financial situation shows an estimated surplus of 
£E500,000 for 1905. Reports on railways, irrigation works and 
the mining industry are included, together with a special note on 
the Basin Conversion Works, and the results obtained by the 
construction of the reservoirs. The total value of the imports 
(exclusive of tobacco) amounted in 1904 to £H19,889,000, or 
£E3,742,000 more than in 1903; and of the exports, £E20,316,000, 
or £E1,200,000 more than in 1903.

This return, which is issued ‘annually, contains statistics show- 
ing the quantity of coal exported from the various ports of the 
United Kingdom to countries abroad during each quarter of the 
years 1903 and 1904, as well as the quantity shipped at each port 
for the use of vessels on foreign voyages during the same periods. 
The return also contains a summary statement, showing the ship- 
ments of coal from the principal districts of the United icieshem 
to various groups of foreign countries and British Possessions 
during each quarter of 1903 and 1904. 


Railway Accidents. Returns of Accidents and Casualties as 
reported to the Board of Trade by the several Railway Companies in 
the United Kingdom during the three months ending "3st December, 
1904. [Cd. 2,465.] Price 5d. 


These returns show that during the three months ending 31st 
December, 1904, 291 persons were killed and 2,010 injured on 
railways in the United Kingdom in the course of public traffic, the 
figures for the corresponding period of 1903 being 284 and 1,733 
respectively. The figures for the whole year were :—killed, 1,078 ; 
injured, 6,885; as compared with :—killed, 1,159; and injured, 
6,785 in 1908. 

Twenty-six persons were killed and 3,220 injured during the three 
months ending 3lst December, 1904, as compared with 16 killed 
and 3,272 injured during the corresponding period of 1903, in 
accidents which occurred upon railway premises but in which the 
movement of vehicles used exclusively upon railways was not con- 
cerned. The total number of accidents of this description in the 
year 1904 amounted to 12 passengers, 32 servants and 41 other 
persons killed, and 818 passengers, 10,590 servants and 405 other 
persons injured, as against 8 passengers, 42 servants and 33 other 
persons killed, and 732 passengers, 10,551 servants and 489 other 
persons inj jared in the year 1903.

BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. 
The ‘‘ Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of id. All

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall avaiJable information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 


Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government Trade 
Enquiry Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial commu- 
nity. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 


Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, which will be 
under the direction of the Agent-General for the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

Mr. Lewis Atkinson, who has been appointed Commercial 
Agent, attends daily to deal with enquiries on all Commercial and 
Trade matters connected with Cape Colony. 


Queensland.— For the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a me office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A Reading Room will also be provided in which maps, 
directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 
of the State can be seen.
